Archbishop’s priority: evangelizing

ALCALA PARK — Evangelization of the people in 
northern Ghana is the priority of Archbishop Peter 
Poreko Dery, head of the archdiocese of Tamale. 


Archbishop Dery wants to bring the Good News to the 
people of the west African nation. 


ALTHOUGH EVANGELIZATION is ‘‘going for- 
ward,’’ much more support is needed to spread the 
Gospel message. Missionaries, materials and money are 
required, said Archbishop Dery, who visited San Diego 
last month at the invitation of Msgr. Anthony Chylewski, 
coordinator of the diocesan Propagation of the Faith 
office. The archbishop came to the United States to speak 
at a. Propagation of the 
Faith meeting in New 
York. 


“‘We now have about 
one-and-a-half million 
Catholics’ in Ghana, he 
said. An equal number of 
Ghanians are members of 
Protestant denominations 
and between six and eight 
million people are 
Muslims. Ghana’s 
population is about 14 
million. 


: ; Tamale, the arch- 
. Archbishop Dery bishop explained, trails 
behind other areas in the number of Catholics. While 
there are some 400,000 Catholics in the rest of Ghana, the 
Diocese of Tamale has only about 17,000 Catholics, the 
native Ghanian noted. 


“IT’S NOT easy to maintain the Church and feed the 
missionaries and maintain the seminaries’ in an area 
where most of the people are subsistance farmers, Arch- 
bishop Dery said. Although collections taken while he 
visited the United States will help, the archbishop said 
Tamale ‘‘needs ongoing assistance so we can commit to a 
program.’’ (In San Diego, the archbishop celebrated 
Mass at St. Rafael, St. Brigid and St. Vincent de Paul 
parishes. ) 

Trained catechists and priests are needed in the west 
African nation, he said. 

Few of the seminarians now studying in Tamale are 
natives. Most of the 21 seminarians there are from his 
former Diocese of Wa. Seminary education costs about 
$600 a year and it takes about five years to complete the 
program, he said. 


ARCHBISHOP DERY said he appreciates the sup- 
port his archdiocese has received from the Diocese of San 
Diego and the diocesan Propagation of the Faith office. 
This support has helped to develop Catholicism in his 
nation. 

“Without the missionary effort and the generous 
support of U.S. Catholics, I wouldn’t be what I am 
today,’’ Archbishop Dery explained. 


He related how Catholic missionaries came to where his 
Ghanian tribe-lived in 1929. Three years later, he was 
baptized at the age of 14. 


THE MISSIONARIES also opened an adult 
formation school. ‘‘At 14 I learned the alphabet. It was 
not easy but I picked it up fast.’’ After this, he was sent to 
school for formal education where he learned about the 
priesthood, Christ and the apostles. 


“‘T decided I wanted to be a priest,’? Archbishop Dery 
said. In 1942, he began his major seminary study. He was 
ordained a priest on Feb. 11, 1951. Nine years later he 
became a bishop. 


The money people donated to the missions enabled him 
to become what he is today, Archbishop Dery noted. As a 
priest, he has brought the sacraments to other Ghanians 
and as a bishop he has ordained priests. 


“I WAS AN ignorant farm boy, but I was able to do 
what I’ve done because I was offered the chance. African 
people are clamoring for the faith. They’re hungry. I can 
find African boys who want the chance’’ to become priests 
today if the financial resources were available, he said. 


““God gave to you (in the United States) to support 
your brothers and sisters. It’s your duty,”’ he said. ‘‘The 
work of the Propagation of the Faith should be recognized 
and put in a high position by the people of this diocese.”’ 


‘‘Evangelization is the duty of all Christians. If you in 
this diocese would slack (off) and not help outside (this 
diocese), then the Catholic Church here is doomed,’’ the 
archbishop said. ‘‘Don’t look inward only.’’ To do so is 
not to be the universal church that the Catholic Church is 
supposed to be. 


The Diocese of Wa believes it’s their duty to help the 
Diocese of Tamale, he explained. There is “only one local 
indigenous priest in Tamale. The others are from Wa.”’ 
Like with the U.S. Church, ‘‘if Wa only looks at 
themselves, it will never develop’’ as the Catholic faith 
should, he added. 


‘“‘From the African point of view, God and religion 
come first,’’ Archbishop Dery said. ‘‘Our motto is ‘God 
HITS.” 
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Cardinal Bernardin: 
Catholic health care 
needs collaboration

SAN DIEGO — Collaboration among Catholic hospitals 
and their sponsoring religious communities is necessary for 
the survival of Catholic health care centers, Joseph Cardinal 
Bernardin told about 800 administrators attending the 
annual Catholic Health Assembly June 4 at the Town and 
Country Hotel. 

Cardinal Bernardin, Archbishop of Chicago, Ill., was 
elected a delegate to the recent synod of bishops by the 
National Council of Catholic Bishops (NCCB). He has held 
numerous other positions in this group and in the U.S. 
Catholic Conference. 


“CATHOLIC HEALTH care is incrisis,’’ he said, due 
to the decline of resources and patients and the expense of 
advanced technology. ‘‘Catholic hospitals are being iden- 
tified more and more as a growth industry or investment 
opportunity.”’ 

He cited the observations of a prominent physician who 
stated that Catholic hospitals are being forced ‘‘to choose 
between ministry and economic pressure. When mission 
and ministry are subverted to technological competitiveness 

. . the poor fall through the cracks,’’ he added. 


However, the speaker said he views this crisis as a 
“challenge to realize more fully the Church’s healing 
mission.’ He based his optimism on faith that God will 
provide for the needs of this mission he has entrusted to the 
Church. 


ANOTHER HOPEFUL sign is the increased 
cooperation among the religious communities operating 
Catholic hospitals. He noted their common purposes: ‘‘the 
sacredness of life, care for the total person, adherence to 
Catholic ethical standards, concern for social justice and a 
special love for the poor.”’ 

Cardinal Bernardin underscored the importance of 
collaboration between religious and lay health care admini- 
strators. ‘“The expertise and insight which lay people alone 
can offer is indispensable for effective ministry and for a 
more perfect reflection of the whole Church,”’ he said. 


He called for ‘‘continuing education and formation in 
spirituality, theology, and faith development’’ for laity 
working in health care facilities. 

THE SPEAKER called a report by the Catholic Health 
Association’s Task Force on Health Care for the Poor ‘‘a 
document of uncommon vision and realism.’’ The report 
recommends “‘greater cooperation between health care 
providers, church agencies and the government to assure all 
citizens the right to health care.’’ 


Cardinal Bernardin described some steps taken in this 
direction in the Archdiocese of Chicago. 


One new health care and education center serves the 
poor, especially newly arrived Spanish-speaking 
immigrants in the Chicago area. This facility is a 
collaborative effort of St. Francis Hospital in Evanston 
and the Howard Area Community Center in Chicago, he 
explained. 


IN ANOTHER inner-city location, {0 Catholic parishes 
pool resources to maintain health care ministries. This 
location boasts a Catholic hospital, a clinic staffed by 
volunteers from one parish, and a primary health care 
center operated by a community of Brothers in another 
parish. 

Cardinal Bernardin said he recently discussed avenues of 
collaboration with the chief executive officers of his 
archdiocese’s 23 Catholic hospitals and representatives of 
their sponsoring religious congregations. 

During a study approved by these participants, inter- 
views of health care experts, archdiocesan officials and 
religious personnel indicated a need for new structures to 
‘support both the charitable and business outreach of 
Catholic hospitals. ”’ 


ALTHOUGH HE admitted implementation of the 
study will take considerable time, he saidhe ‘‘personally had 
no intention of turning back.’’ 

“Collaboration is intimately related to Gospel values,”’ 
he said. ‘‘At the Last Supper, Jesus didn’t pray that his 
followers would be successful or happy, but that they might 
be one.”’ 

The cardinal summarized the role of bishops in the health 
care ministry. Their responsibility is not to control, but to 
foster the apostolates within their dioceses.

KNOW WRONG — How, where and when 
the Catholic Church ‘‘legitimately engages’’ 
in debate on public policy is the primary issue 
confronting the church, Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor of New York told Catholic 
journalists June 4. Cardinal O’Connor gave 
the keynote address, “Church and Society: 
Issues in the Future,’’ on the opening day of 
the Catholic Press Association’s 75th 
anniversary convention in Columbus June 
4-7. He said Catholics generally agree on what 
public policy issues need to be addressed and 
the church’s responsibility to respond. 
Catholics know ‘‘something is wrong,’’ he 
added, when they see the homeless and, 
hungry, abortion, sexual exploitation, violence 
and child abuse as well as international 
tensions and the ‘‘horrifying potential’ of 
nuclear weapons. But the “‘rub,’’ as he called 
it, is how to get at such issues, how to move 
from the ‘‘theoretical to the practical.”’ 


WRONG MODEL — A non-violent solution 
to guerrilla actions of rebels fighting the 
Sandinista government of Nicaragua is 
desirable but depends on ‘‘the other side,”’ 
said Bishop Pablo Antonio Vega, vice 
president of the Nicaraguan bishops’ 
conference. The bishop, from the prelature of 
Juigalpa, said in a New York interview June 4 
that ‘‘the Sandinista government has no right 
to impose a model that is against our Christian 
identity and against our national identity.” 
Bishop Vega said that although some of the 
rebels are former supporters of the Somoza 
regime overthrown in 1979, others are Indians 
defending their ‘‘cultural values’? and 
peasants ‘‘defending their right to be owners of 
their land and their production.”’ 


PROTECT CHARACTER — Guard the 
Catholic character of colleges ‘“‘as you would 
your life,’? Holy Cross Father Theodore M. 
Hesburgh told educators gathered in 
Washington June 4. Father Hesburgh, who 
plans to retire next year after more than 30 
years as president of the University of Notre 
Dame, said the most important thing he has 
learned in his years in higher education is: 
“Guard your-Catholic character as you would 
your life. We receive enormous support 
because we work hard, in season and out, to be 
what we profess to be, an excellent university 
that is profoundly Catholic.”’ 


KEEP DISTANCE — Philippine President 
Corazon Aquino, who catapulted to office with 
the aid of powerful churchmen, told Catholic 
clergy to avoid political partisanship and 
maintain a ‘‘certain distance’? from 
government. She also urged the clerics to help 
her rebuild ‘‘the spirit of our people battered 
by years of oppression and economic 
deprivation’’ and set a moral example for the 
country. Mrs. Aquino told several hundred 
priests and bishops of the Manila Archdiocese 
in May that the church must “‘preserve a 
certain distance (from government) which will 
leave it free to exercise its prophetic role.”’

Political and social changes are ‘‘the work of 
lay persons like myself, and believe me, it is 
precisely as part of my Christian commitment 
as a lay person that I have assumed the 
burdens of the presidency,”’ she said. 


AT OWN RISK — Theologians may dissent 
from some church teachings, but “‘they do so 
at their own risk,’’ Archbishop. Daniel 
Pilarczyk of Cincinnati said in a pastoral 
letter. For a variety of reasons church 
authorities may tolerate dissent, but dissent is 
not necessarily a ‘‘right’’ in every case, he 
said. Ultimately, he added, church authority 
‘thas the right and the responsibility to make a 
prudential judgment, case by case, about the 
limits of such tolerance.’’ In all cases, ‘‘the 
charity and love that Christ expects’ should 
govern all those involved in a controversy, he 
said. 


RIGHT TO DISSENT — The real issue in 
his conflict with the Vatican is not the right of 
theologians to dissent from some church 
teachings. but the right of Catholic people to 
dissent, Father Charles Curran told Catholic 
theologians meeting in Cincinnati May 31. 
Father Curran, a moral theology professor at 
The Catholic University of America in 
Washington, addressed some 200 members of 
the College Theology Society on authority and 
structure in the church from a theologian’s 
perspective. Father Curran used his own 
dispute with the Vatican’s Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith to spell out what he 
considers key issues in that area, including the 
role of the theologian, the possibility of public 
dissent and academic freedom. 


BISHOPS APPOINTED — Pope John Paul 
II has accepted the resignation of Archbishop 
Peter Gerety of Newark, N.J., and named 
Bishop Theodore E. McCarrick of Metuchen, 
N.J., to succeed him. The pope also appointed 
Bishop J. Francis Stafford of Memphis, 
Tenn., to be archbishop of Denver.

Archbishop Stafford will succeed Archbishop 
James V. Casey, who died March 14. 
Archbishop Gerety, who will turn 74 on July 
18, has been at the center of several major 
controversies in his 12 years as archbishop of 
Newark. While bishops must submit their 
resignations at age 75, Archbishop Gerety said 
in a June 3 statement that he decided about a 
year ago to seek an early retirement. He said 
he told the pope in a letter that he felt he 
should resign ‘‘for the good of God’s church 
and for my own peace of mind and relief.’’ 


DEATH PRAYER — Hours before U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice William J. Brennan Jr. 
addressed a Los Angeles Catholic college 
commencement June 1, a Baptist minister 
asked his congregation to pray for Brennan’s 
death so that he could be replaced with a judge 
opposed to abortion. Then, as Brennan 
prepared to deliver the outdoor 
commencement speech at Loyola Marymount 
University law school, a plane circled 
overhead trailing a banner reading ‘‘Pray for 
Death: Baby-Killer Brennan.’’ The sound of 
the plane drowned out an introductory speech

HISPANICS TARGETED — Archbishop 
Roger Mahony of Los Angeles has unveiled a 
pastoral plan for Hispanics designed to 
promote vocations, halt gang violence, help 
immigrants and make sure that every Hispanic 
feels welcome in the largest archdiocese in the 
United States. Archbishop Mahony said at a 
May 27 press conference that the pastoral plan 
includes programs to meet the temporal as well 
as spiritual needs of the estimated 2 million 
Catholics of Hispanic descent. The archbishop 
unveiled the five-year plan at a convocation at 
Dodger Stadium June 1 before about 50,000 
people. The linchpin of the pastoral plan is a 
visitation program aimed at every Spanish- 
speaking person in the Los Angeles 
Archdiocese. 


OPPOSITE EFFECT — The effort by

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Social justice Struggle has led 
couple to become lay missioners

HILLCREST — In July, MaryAnne Perrone, 
Ricardo Bartelme and their two sons, Dominick and 
Micah, will leave San Diego on a journey that will end 
next year in Bolivia where the couple will work as 
Maryknoll Lay Missioners. 


The couple’s decision to, work as missioners has been a 
process, MaryAnne said. Time they spent in Mexico in 
1979 was the beginning of the process. There the Christ 
the King parishioners learned about ‘‘the struggle for 
social justice in Latin America’”’ and reflected on what 
could be done to achieve it. 


NOW THAT Rick has completed a three-year resi- 
dency in family practice at UCSD Medical Center, the 
couple has decided to go to Latin America and do what 
they can to bring about social justice in the region. 


“‘T’m not saying we’re called to do this, but we’re called 
to do something and this is in front of us,’’ MaryAnne 
explained. 


Before going to South America, the nearly nine years 
married couple will go through a formation program in 
Maryknoll, New York, from August 17 to Dec. 19. There 
they will study theology, cross-cultural ministry and other 
topics. They will also build community with other Mary- 
knoll Lay Missioners. 2 


NEXT JANUARY, the family will travel to Cocha- 
bamba, Bolivia, where the couple will attend a language 
school for six months. 


Following their language training,. the two will visit 
sites in the vicinity of Cochabamba where three clinics are 
located. They will decide which is the best site for their 
family to live and for Rick to practice family medicine. 
MaryAnne, who has a background in elementary 
education, will probably teach in Bolivia. 


MaryAnne explained that the time she spent in 
Mexico, in Mexico City and Cuernavaca, was ‘‘a power- 
ful experience. I learned of the immensity of the poverty 
and injustice, and our responsibility as North 
Americans.”’ : 


_ SHE CAME to “‘an understanding spiritually that we 


had to have solidarity with the poor for our own 
spirituality and liberation.’’ Since then she has ‘‘tried to 
maintain solidarity with the poor.”’ 


MaryAnne has been active in local social justice 
groups. She has been coordinator of the diocesan Peace 
and Justice Commission and worked with the San Diego 
Organizing Project. She has also co-chaired the Interfaith 
Task Force on Central America. The 32-year-old is on 
Congressman Jim Bate’s subcommittee for Central 
America and the board of San Diego Catholic Worker. 


During their four-year missionary commitment in 
Bolivia, MaryAnne hopes to keep her ties with these 
groups. She would like to share what she learns in South 
America. 


**A LOT of my work and why we’re going is for what 
we can learn and bring back here,’’ she explained. ‘‘We 
want to make come alive the bishops’ ideas in the 
economy pastoral and have an impact on those noted in 
the letter . . . the one-third of the world’’ who struggle to 
survive. 


Rick explained that he is ‘‘interested in liberation 
theology. I don’t agree with all of it, but I think the basic 
thrust is good. It’s unique in history”’ because it’s a grass 
roots approach with the comunidades de base (Christian base 
communities). 


Through the comunidades, ‘“‘the poor are being 
awakened.’’ They learn that they are ‘‘not suffering 
because of divine will. They can change their plight now 
and not wait for the next world,’’ the 33-year-old doctor 
said. 


“IT’S IMPORTANT to be part of the struggle”’ of 
the poor, MaryAnne said. She added that the only 
reservation she and Rick have had about becoming 
missioners was because of their children. 


“Our concerns were in terms of health and safety”’ 
with regard to the children, Rick said, adding that his 
being in the medical field and the boy’s ages (Dominick 
will be three in July and Micah will be one the same 
month) will lessen any possible problems.

“The seven years at USD have been the most 
important years for my personal and _ professional 
development, but the opportunity to serve as president of 
an academic community fulfills a long-time goal,’ Pickett 


said. “‘USD will always be a part of me, and will thus 
become a part of the college that I go to serve.”’ 


“Bill will be sorely missed,’’ USD president Author E. 
Hughes said. “‘His contributions to the university are 
immeasureable. I have no doubt that Bill will prove an 
asset to Fisher and the community of Rochester.’’ 


AT USD, Pickett worked closely with Hughes in 
dramatically advancing the university. Together, they 
engineered highly successful fund-raising efforts that 
resulted in construction of five multi-million-dollar 
buildings, a 50 percent increase in faculty, and increased 
student enrollment.

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Youth, poor are paramount concerns for catholics 


In my column of May 22, I mentioned some of the 
findings of two surveys of Catholics, one national and the 
other local. In the local survey of 400 Catholics living in 
eight varied parishes, there surfaced a strong concern for 

youth and an equally strong concern for the poor and the 
disadvantaged. 


More than a majority (63 percent) of local Catholics 
think that the diocese should commit more resources to 
our Catholic school system, and 54 percent judge that 
more parochial schools are needed. At the same time, 42 
percent of those polled have a sense that ‘‘the religious 
character of parochial schools is declining as lay teachers 
replace nuns or priests in the classrooms.’’ It seems that 
even though people sense a decline in the religious 
character of Catholic schools, 55 percent believe that the 
quality of education in these schools is very good. 


A CONCERN to maintain and even augment Catholic 
schools is consistent with the overwhelming concern for 
Catholic youth. A full 85 percent of those surveyed 
believe that there should be more programs for young 
people sponsored by the Church, and 58 percent hold that 
the Church needs more religious instruction programs for 
youth. Apparently, the concern to educate our youth in 
the Catholic religion is based on the sense that there is a 
serious problem with young people ‘‘drifting away.’’ This 
same concern was found in the national survey done by 
Notre Dame. Locally, no less than 85 percent think this is 
a serious problem. The need felt by the people for a 
greater outreach to youth, as measured by both surveys, 
is urgent and nationwide. 


It was encouraging to read that adults think-that not 
only children and youth need religious education; some 
82 percent think that the Church should put more 
emphasis on education of all its members. It would have 
been telling as well as helpful to learn what types of 
educational needs these people feel. It would also have 
been instructive to ascertain whether those surveyed have 
attended any adult educational programs heretofore. 


Concern for social programs was also pronounced. 
While only 25 percent of those polled think that the 
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Church here is not doing as much as it could to help the 
poor, the majority thinks that social programs deserve 
high priority. Helping the homeless was judged a major 
priority by 61 percent, and 72 percent think that financial 
support of the St. Vincent de Paul Center is a high 
priority. ; 
THE CHURCH should also see senior citizens as an 
important group deserving special services. A majority 
(58 percent) judged that the diocese should be involved in 
providing affordable housing for this population. 


In the local survey, therefore, there is a blending of 


concerns which could be termed ‘‘in-house’’ as well as © 


concerns for the total community. Catholics are not so 
absorbed with their own parochial needs that*they are 
unaware of the needy amongst them. This concern for 
society as a whole is a basic theme in the Church’s long 
history of service to the world. It is a cause for hope to see 
this concern reflected in such a recent survey. Perhaps it

shows that the majority of Catholics have neither 
surrendered to acquisitive materialism nor have they 
joined the ‘‘me generation’’ en masse. 


Many times people compile long lists of chores for 
government or churches to address, without giving much 
thought to the financial realities involved. Therefore, 
what I refer to as the financial aspect of the survey is, 


enlightening. It seems that most of those surveyed are ° 


willing to put their money where their mouth is, so to 
speak. Only 15 percent thinks that the Church asks for too 
much money from its members. Now whether this means 
that the Church should ask for more, and that people are 
willing to give more to support all their suggestions, is a 
moot point. Perhaps their donations are affected by the 
Church’s accountability for what is given, since 53 
percent think there is a need for more public accounting 
of the monies contributed. 


However, people do believe that the individual parish 
should have decent programs even if it lacks funds. No 
less than 72 percent think that parishes in higher income 
areas should share their resources with parishes in areas 
which are less well-off. It seems reasonable to expect that 


parishes would do what they urge their parishioners to do, . 


namely, share with those in need.

Cardinal Obando shows genuine courage 


Nicaragua’s Cardinal Obando y Bravo 
stands in that line of great churchmen — 


courageous champion of his people, or 
will we let Nicaragua and all of Central 


America fall forever under the yoke of 
Communist dictatorship? 


including St. Stanislaus, St. Thomas A 
Becket and, in our century, Mindzenty, 
Wyszinski and Stepinac — who have 
risked their lives to uphold the rights of 
the Church against the aggression of 
‘secular political power. 


Whether Obando will pay the ultimate 
price of martyrdom remains to be seen. 
But, while taking care not to give the 
Sandinistas an excuse to accuse him of 
treason, he has raised his voice with the 
firmness and dignity in protest of the out- 
rages the Marxist rulers of his country 
have committed against religious freedom 
and civil rights. 


IN A recent article written for the 
Washington Post (May 12), Cardinal 
Obando reveals that he has been called on 
to oppose U.S. military assistance to the 
democratic resistance in Nicaragua, the 
“‘contras.’’ The cardinal compares his 
situation with that of Our Lord when the 
pharisees tried to trap him on the question 
of paying taxes to. Caesar: if he approves 
contra aid, he will have given the 
Sandinistas the rope they need to hang 
him, and if he opposes that aid, he will 
have betrayed the cause of his people. 


So without taking any specific position, 
the cardinal reviews the disgraceful record 
of Sandinista persecution of the Church: 
the occupation and confiscation of his 
own diocesan offices and records by the 
security police; the seizure of the printing 
press of the Catholic newspaper; the 
censorship of his messages in the nation’s 
only independent paper; the suppression 
of the Catholic radio station. The 
Church, he concludes, has been ‘‘gagged 
and bound”’ by the Sandinistas. 


He goes on to expose the contradictions 
in the Sandinista objection to military aid 
for the contras. If the contras are agents of 
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a foreign power (the United States), then 
the Sandinistas must be agents of Cuba 
and the Soviet Union. And if the contras 
are insurgents waging a civil war against 
an oppressive dictatorship — as the 
Sandinistas were in their war against 
Somoza — then ‘“‘they have the same 
right that the Sandinistas had to seek aid 
from other nations.” 


FINALLY, AFTER condemning the 
brutal violation of human rights 
committed by the regime, he repeats the 
call of the Nicaraguan hierarchy for 
dialogue between the Sandinistas and the 
contras (which the Sandinistas continue 
to reject) and the elimination of all foreign 
intervention. Of course, without the 
massive military support of Cuba and the 
Soviet bloc, the Sandinista dictatorship 
would collapse in a week. 


Cardinal Obando’s words are carefully 
neutral regarding military aid to the 
contras but his meaning is unmistakable ~ 
The Sandinistas, by accepting the 
military backing of the Soviet bloc and 
refusing to negotiate with the contras, 
have legitimized the cause of the 
democratic resistance. 


While he scrupulously avoids making 
the kind of overt statement that would 
permit the Sandinistas to arrest him for 
treason, he makes it obvious that, in the 
real circumstances that face Nicaragua, 
military aid to the contras is not only 
justified but necessary.

Overlooked guidelines 


In a recent column in your paper, 
Msgr. George Higgins indicted The 
Wanderer for being anti-Semitic, and 
referred to two articles by the present 
writer as evidence for that charge. I 
believe that the monsignor’s 
characterization of these articles as anti- 
Semitic is both unjust and lacking in 
responsibility to his readers. 


The first article referred to — written 
back in 1979 — criticized Bishop 


Mugavero of Brooklyn for his action in 
trying to prohibit any evangelization of 
the Jews. He gave as his reason for this 
the demands of dialogue. In response, I 
noted that the Vatican document of 
December 1974, giving guidelines for 
Catholic-Jewish Relations, had seen 
evangelization and dialogue as com- 
plementary to each other. In this 
document, dialogue was presented as a 
means by which the Jewish people could 
come to a greater knowledge of Jesus and 
ultimately accept him as their Messiah. It 
seemed strange that Bishop Mugavero, 
head of the NCCB Secretariat for 
Catholic-Jewish Relations, should have 
overlooked those guidelines. 


My second article, appearing in two 
issues of The Wanderer in October 1985, 
presented an analysis of the recent 
document from Cardinal Willebrands’ 
commission in Rome on Catholic-Jewish 
relations. In addition to a'certain amount 
of praise for what was said there, the 
article pointed out certain ambiguities in 
its language. These would allow some 
people to misinterpret it and claim that 
Judaism has its own permanent covenant 
with God and that therefore Jesus had no 
significance for the Jewish people — that 
is, Jesus is not their Messiah. Other 
points in the document — there were four 
in all which I noted — allowed for a rein- 
forcement of that view. ; 


Certainly, the Vatican document did 
not set forth this view, but its ambiguities 
provided openings for certain American 
Catholic theologians to claim that this is 
what it had said.

Such an interpretation undermines the 
foundation of the Catholic faith and 
contradicts the teaching of Jesus and the 
Apostles. Msgr. Higgins needs to re-think 
just what he understands by anti- 
Semitism, unless he is willing to indict the 
whole Catholic tradition for holding to the 
belief that Jesus is the fulfillment of the 
Messianic promises given to the Jewish 
people. 

In fact, what could be less anti-Semitic 
and more of a glory to Israel than having 
Jesus the Messiah as the Savior of all the 
nations of the earth?

Tactics are questioned 


Thursday evening, May 1, the task 
force for the San Diego City Schools’ 
proposed school-based clinics held a 
public hearing for input on the clinics.

The speakers were quite evenly divided 
between eager, prospective providers, 
speaking in favor of the clinics, and the 
activists who oppose the destructive 
Planned Parenthood philosophy upheld 
by most of the clinic supporters. The final 
speaker put it well, ‘‘The testimony by 
these providers tonight has been a 
depressing tale of failure. These are the 
experts who want more money to press 
on?”’

A COURAGEOUS and inspirational leader to many,

SAN DIEGO — The Catholic Health Association 
(CHA) of the United States released a task-force report 
June 2 that calls on health care providers, the Church and 

government to improve access to health care services for 
the homeless, poor and uninsured. 


The report, titled ‘‘No Room in the Marketplace: The 
Health Care of the Poor,’’ was officially unveiled at a 
three-day CHA convention at the Town and Country 
Hotel in Mission Valley. CHA represents 90 percent of 
the nation’s 643 Catholic hospitals. 


THE DOCUMENT details many examples of how the 
poor get a different quality of care than those who have 
health insurance, and provides specific strategic short- 
term goals, with a long-term target of universal health 
care insurance. 


At a press conference following the report’s release, 
Sister Mary Caritas Geary, SP, a task force member and 
president of Mercy Hospital in Springfield, Mass., said 
the group recognized the nation’s ‘‘environment won’t 
allow for’’ universal health care now. 


However, Charity Sister Jane Frances Brody, another 
task force member and president of St. Joseph Hospital in 
Patterson, N.J., said government monies now being 
spent on health care for the poor can be redistributed to 
provide for better care. As an example, Sister Brody said 
changes could be made in the Medicaid system to ensure 
that Medicaid patients seek medical care from proper 
providers. Rather than treating minor ailments such as 
sore throats in hospital emergency rooms, doctors should

SISTER BRODY said the task force also wants for- 
profit hospitals ‘‘to carry their fair share of indigent

care. 

Sister Geary noted that many for-profit health 
institutions have a practice of ‘‘dumping”’ poor patients 
with non-profit hospitals. This practice cause non-profit 
institutions, such as Catholic hospitals, to provide most of 
the care for the poor. : 


John E. Curley, CHA president, remarked that ‘“‘some 
doctors’ offices and hospitals don’t like dirty, ugly, old 
people,’’ and therefore will not treat them. 


SISTER BRODY explained that a pool of funds could 
be collected to subsidize indigent care by taxing hospitals. 
Such a fund would help relieve some of the cost incurred 
by those institutions that treat poor patients. She noted 
that this type of tax exists in New Jersey and several other 
states. ; 

Referring to a report by the National Council on 
Access to Health Care, Curley said “‘it was time to stop 
placing responsibility and.do something about providing 
adequate health care’’ to the nation’s poor. He added that 
“both for-profit and not-for-profit facilities’ must 
become involved in this effort. 

Noting that problems exist in requiring that all facilities 
provide health care for the poor, Sister Brody suggested 
that, since ‘‘all health institutions have to be licensed,”’ 
licensure proceedings could be used to enforce this health 
care for the poor provision. 


ANOTHER TASK force member and associate 
general secretary of the United States Catholic 
Conference, Father Robert Lynch, explained that the 
‘‘report challenges the private sector and challenges the 
states’? by recommending that both groups provide better 
access to health care for the poor. 

Sister Geary noted that “‘bills in Congress now are 
calling for the government to do more’’ about health care 
for the nation’s poor. ‘ 

‘“‘Catholic hospitals should not be singled out to do 
more’ to help the poor, Sister Brody added. 


Catholic health group calls for better care of poor 


““CATHOLIC HOSPITALS are in danger of closing 
especially in the inner city areas,’’ Sister Brody 
explained. ‘‘They’re at greater risk because they choose 
to stay in poor areas and treat the poor.”’ 


Despite the reimbursement tax fund that exists in New 
Jersey, Sister Brody explained that the practice of 
‘‘dumping’’ has not been eliminated in her home state. 
Catholic teaching, she said, requires that health care 
providers not only treat the poor but go out “‘to seek the 
poor.”’ 

Father Lynch explained that people have to be 
educated on the function of Catholic health care. He said 
a pastoral plan would have to be developed “‘to get to the 
parish level.’’ 


AUXILIARY BISHOP Edward J. O’Donnell of St. 
Louis, Mo., noted that ‘‘Catholic lay people are looking 
for a ministry. They’re interested in helping.’’ A task 


force member, the bishop added that many Eucharistic * ~ 


ministers who work with the sick have expressed an 
interest in learning more about the sick and could be 
trained as professional volunteers. 


Sister Brody said that hospital care is expensive and 
patients cannot remain in the hospital a day longer than 
necessary. With parish care, professional volunteers could 
help by taking patients to and from the hospital for 
treatment, she added. 


Although Sister Brody criticized government cuts that 
have allowed the poor ‘‘to slip through the cracks’’ with 
regard to health care, Bishop O’Donnell noted that ‘‘the 
report was addressed to people, not just to the (Reagan) 
administration or the government.’’ 


“WE HOPE the document calls people to an aware- 
ness to call on the government to do something,’’ Bishop 
O’Donnell said. He urged constituents to call on their 
elected representatives to work on increasing availability 
of health care for the poor. 


‘‘A promise was made to people, to the American 
public, with Medicaid ... to help the poor,’’ Sister 
Geary said. 

' Curley said ‘“‘the report is not a quick fix. (CHA) is 
calling for a ‘long-term commitment to reestablish 
responsibility to the poor.”’

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_ Biblical scholar addresses 
” unity, diversity inthe Church

ALCALA PARK — Unity and diversity can exist side 
by side just as they did in the early days of the Church, a 
renowned Catholic biblical scholar told an audience at the 
University of San Diego June 5. 


A professor of biblical studies at the largely Protestant 
Union Theological Seminary in New York, Father 
Raymond Brown, S.S., pointed out that there were 
various sects in the Jewish tradition at the time of Jesus, 
and that these differences carried over into the new 
Christian tradition. 


R THERE WERE different practices among the various 
Christian communities, but they all shared a belief in 
Jesus. ‘“We know that James and Paul argued at Antioch 
and that the Hebrew Christians and the Hellenist (Greek) 
Christians had many conflicts,’’ said Father Brown, who 
was in San Diego last week for the annual Diocese of 
Orange priests’ retreat being conducted at USD. 


‘““The Hebrew Christians had a more Davidic or kingly 
image of Jesus, Father Brown said. They also emphasized 
the importance of worshipping at the temple. The 
Hellenist Christians saw Jesus as a more Moses-like 
figure whose authority rested on having been with God, 
not on being a royal power. And the Helenists were 
critical of temple worship, added Father Brown, who 
serves on the Faith and Order Commission of the World 
Council of Churches. 


‘‘The problem of Christianity is that Jesus was not a 
very structured figure,’’ Father Brown observed. ‘There 
was organization all around Jesus .. . everything, the 
temple, the priesthood, had already been organized by the 
Jews.’

alse THIS DOES not mean, however, that Jesus was anti- 
institutional, he added. ‘‘Christ was interested in making 
God supreme. When anything stood against the Kingdom 
of God, he corrected it, but he worked within a context.’’ 


A member of the Vatican Secretariat for Christian 
Unity, Father Brown said the development of Christianity 
was seen as a time of renewal and new life for the 
Israelites. Many of the Christian feast days, for example, 
coincided with important salvific events in the history of 
the Chosen People. 


For example, the feast of Pentecost coincided with the 
Jewish celebration of the feast of weeks, a harvest holiday. 
December 25 was selected as Christmas not because of 
any certain historical knowledge of the Christ Child’s 
birthday, but because it marked the festival of light 
following the shortest day of the year. 


IT WAS important for the apostles to choose a replace- 
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ment for Judas, Father Brown said, because there were 12 
tribes of Israel. ‘‘There had to be 12.’’ 


Some groups of early Christians accepted the whole of 
Jewish law while others did not. Nonetheless, Father 
Brown emphasized, their differences were not great 
enough to break or destroy koinonia, the sense of fellow- 
ship and community that existed among all the early 
Christians and their church. 


The key to allowing co-existence between unity and 
diversity today is preservation of the koinonia, he said. 
“Tn the first 1,000 years of the Church, the koinonia was 
not broken except by a few extremists. We had one great 
Christian church. In the last thousand years, we’ve 
broken the koinonia into a thousand pieces. Once you 
break it, it’s hard to get it back.”’ 


CHRISTIANS WHO have koinonia today don’t break 
it. The biblical scholar was critical of so-called Christan 
movements that seek to win converts to their community 
by drawing people away from their own faith community. 
““That was not the tradition of the early church, no matter 
how many times those people quote Scripture.’ 


Father Brown also noted that Christianity cannot be? 


limited to the book of the Scriptures. ‘“The Israelites 
existed for some time before the Word was written down 
and so did the Christians. You can’t find all the answers 
in the Seriptures because some of the questions that we 
deal with today were not issues at the time Scripture was 
written.”’ 

What implications does the history of the early church’s 
diversity and unity mean for the Church today, 
particularly for theologians? ‘‘We’re intemperate of 
confrontation,’’ Father Brown said. ‘‘After the 
Reformation, the Church became excessively uniform.”’ 
The vernacular liturgy has heightened the tension that 
exists between diversity and unity, he noted. ‘‘Whenever 
you change something, you had better be ready for more 
change than you anticipated. 


*““SOMETIMES IT is not what is said,’’ Father Brown 
reflected, “‘but where it is said. It is partly truth and 
partly face that is at stake when theologians question a 
long-held belief or perception.”’ 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy 
eternal happiness and peace.

To borrow from the terminology of the 
underworld, there is a ‘‘contract’’ out 
today.on one of every three babies now in 
their mother’s wombs. At the current 
level, a staggering one and a half million 
pre-born infants per year are’ being 
annihilated in abortion facilities. That 
translated into 4,000 a day, one every 20 
seconds. If the present trend holds its 
ominous course, a third of all American 
pregnancies will end in abortion. 


By far, the most hazardous place for a 
human being in America today is not in 
the path of a raging fire, rampaging flood 
or ravaging tornado; nor is it in a crime- 
ridden neighborhood. Statistically 
speaking, the place of supreme peril is the 
womb of one’s own mother. 


THE REAL enemies of the unborn, 
however, are not only the abortion clinics 
and hospitals. The most visible, 
influential and active adversary of life is 
an organization: Planned Parenthood.

leading abortionist in the western world 
(whose dramatic conversion to the pro-life 
cause has received international media 
attention), refers to Planned Parenthood 
as ‘‘The Empire’’ — an apt description of 
an organization whose worldwide multi- 
million dollar enterprises have deter- 
mined the fate of countless innocent 
children. 


Currently, however, with the tenacious 
pro-life movement gaining new and 
effective momentum, the Planned Parent- 
hood monolith is cracking, and _ its 
advocates are on the defensive. Many 
observers believe that the day is in sight 
when, to paraphrase the title of the second 
episode in the popular ‘‘Star Wars’’ 
trilogy, the ‘‘Empire”’ strikes out. 


LET US take a closer look at Planned 
Parenthood and discover why it has 
become the spearhead of the pro-abortion 
coalition. 


First of all, we must realize that the 
Planned Parenthood Federation of 
America (PPFA) is the leading abortionist 
in the United States. It is the largest single 
operator of abortion facilities, boasting 
over 50 so-called ‘“‘clinics’’ that perform 
upwards of 85,000 ‘‘procedures’’ every 
year. Planned Parenthood offices also refer 
tens of thousands of women to other 
abortionists when none of its own are 
accessible. Of course, a vital part of 
Planned Parenthood’s public relations 
script is its claim that it is not pro- 
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abortion, but pro-choice. Obviously this is 
comparable to a Toyota dealer telling us 
that he is not pro-driving, but if we 
absolutely insist on driving, he will 
reluctantly sell us a Toyota. Really now! 
He is in business for the very purpose of 
selling Toyotas. Likewise, the evidence 
clearly indicates that Planned Parenthood 
is in the business of selling abortions, 
averaging 1,700 per clinic per year. Do its 
members really expect us ‘to believe that 
an agency that makes a million dollars a 
month from abortions is neutral about the 
relative merits or injustices of the 
procedure? Strike one for the Empire! 


Planned Parenthood is not only this 
country’s number one abortionist, but 
also its most formidable political force for 
abortion. The Empire has concentrated 
its heaviest legal artillery on securing 
abortion. on demand. An all-out 
campaign to legalize abortion, which was 
launched in the 1960s under the late Alan 
Guttmacher’s chairmanship, climaxed on 
January 22, 1973, when the U.S. 
Supreme Court declared it legal for any 
mother to kill her unborn child at any 
time during the nine months of her 
pregnancy. Having successfully secured 
that ‘‘right’’ for women, Planned Parent- 
hood continued its relentless campaign to 
make abortion available and culturally 
acceptable, without regulation or restric- 
tion of any kind regardless of the wishes of 
the community. 


’NO OTHER organization has been 

anywhere near as active in ‘court, 
challenging national, state and local 
attempts to regulate abortion. Cases 
include: 


1. Planned Parenthood v. Danforth: July 1, 
1976 


This was PPFA’s Bicentenial gift to the 
people of America. Husbands and 
parents of minor girls lost any right of 
mutual consent to abortion. 


2. Planned Parenthood v. Bellotti: 1980 


This action robbed parents of their right 
even to be informed of their minor 
daughter’s abortion in some instances, at 
the discretion of a judge. 


3. Planned Parenthood v. Alexander: 1979 


The court struck down the requirement of 
a 24-hour waiting period before an 
abortion could be performed. 


‘4. Planned Parenthood v. Ashcroft: 1980 


The court ruled out the requirement that 
a second doctor be present at a late-term 
abortion to care for the baby if it is born 
alive. 


5. Planned Parenthood v. Kempiners: 1982 


This ruling outlawed the use of public 
funds to support organizations that help 
women who choose to give birth rather 
than abort. On the other hand, abortion 
groups like Planned Parenthood receive 
millions in government funds. 


6. Planned Parenthood also filed an 
amicus brief in City of Akron v. Akron Center 
for Reproductive Health, which did away 
with the requirement that women receive 
information about fetal development 
prior to the abortion procedure. 


The above cases represent some of the 
most anti-family Supreme Court 
decisions of recent record, and Planned 
Parenthood brought them into court. Yet in its 
publicity materials, the organization has 


the audacity to tout itself as 
‘‘pro-family.’’ Two strikes against the 
Empire! 


One cannot fully comprehend the 
essential nature of the Planned Parent- 
hood complex without some under- 
standing of its rather bizarre history. The 
Empire’s founder was Margaret Higgins 
Sanger, an early advocate of sexual 
promiscuity, radical feminism and 
various related causes. After several years 
of close association with some of the fore- 
most American radicals of the time, she 
went to England in 1914 at the age of 35. 


The Empire -$ 


WHILE IN Great Britain, Sanger 
became involved both sexually and 
intellectually with a collection of social 
extremists known as the Wantly Circle. 
Her most intimate contacts were with 
H.G. Wells, ‘‘the apostle of the new 
science,’’ and Havelock Ellis, who was, 
among other pursuits, a promoter of a 
pseudo-science called eugenics, which 
advocates the stock breeding or ‘‘selective 
breeding’’ of the human race. Eugenics 
took advantage of an undercurrent of 
racism in that era which preached that 
Anglo-Saxon and Teutonic peoples were 
genetically superior to blacks, Jews, Slavs 
and other ‘‘undesirables.’’ 


Returning to the United States after 
her extended illicit relationship with Ellis, 
and having absorbed the racist 
philosophies of the British eugenicists, 
Sanger plunged into the leadership of the 
eugenics movement in America. Her 
activities and propagandizing under- 
scored one of the movements’ major 
thrusts: the sterilization of the so-called 
‘‘unfit.’” Her favorite statement was, 
‘“‘More children from the fit, fewer 
children from the unfit.’’ Her ‘‘unfit’”’ 
were Jews, Poles, Blacks, and the poor 
and uneducated, whom she lumped 
together as ‘‘human weeds.”’ 


At this point we must note the kinship 
of the Planned Parenthood movement in 
America and Nazism in Germany. It is 
instructive to realize that Adolph Hitler 
embraced the theories of the eugenics 
philosophy. The holocaust of World War 
II in Europe was actually launched in the 
form of a sterilization law enacted by 
Hitler in 1933. The structure of that law 
originated in the eugenics movement in 
the United States. As a matter of fact, a 
number of individuals prominent in 
American eugenics sat in as guest judges 
in the eugenics courts in Germany during 
the 1930s. Upon their return, they wrote 
glowing articles in such magazines as the 
Saturday Evening Post, praising Hitler for 
solving Germany’s social problems in a 
“scientific and humane way.’’ The world 
soon witnessed the kind of scientific, 
humane way in which European Jews 
were dealt with. 


WHEN THE defeat of the Nazis 
brought an end to World War II in 
Europe, the great eugenics experiment of 
the Third Reich also came to an end. 
Americans, along with the rest of the 
world, were shocked and appalled at the 
results of the Fuehrer’s racist madness. 


After 1945 it obviously was not the best 
public relations tactic for Planned Parent- 
hood to approach the American people 
with the eugenics world-view. Thus, in a 
well-advised, expedient move, the 
organization changed its strategy. 
Actually, as early as 1942, Planned 
Parenthood’s officers, sensing that Hitler 
had poisoned the air by politically 
carrying out Sanger’s eugenic 
philosophies, changed the organization’s 
name from the American Birth Control 
League to its present designation. The 
racist tone of the group’s language was 
altered as well. Terms such as ‘‘good or 
bad breeding stock’? were changed to 
““class’’ or ‘‘income level,’’ and Sanger’s 
‘*human weed”’ rhetoric was toned down. 


Equipped with a more attractive appeal 
and substantially supported by private 
funds, Planned Parenthood faced the 
decade of the 1950s with an effective face 
lift. It was in the ’50s that PPFA cul- 
tivated the public prestige which, in many 
circles, it enjoys to this day. During that 
period the organization provided family 
planning information to married couples 
only. It had nothing to do with abortion 
business and gained wide respect as a 
humanitarian enterprise. President 
Truman, upon leaving office in 1953, 
became honorary president of PPFA, as 
did President Eisenhower in 1961. 


THE 1960s launched the stengthened 
Empire into the next stage of its growth: 


persuading the government to support 
birth control programs, something the 
Eisenhower administration had refused to 
advocate. The climate of the ’60s, 
however, was more conducive to both 
government and public acceptance of 
federally promoted population control 
policies. 

This was due, in part, to the conver- 
gence of two phenomena: the so-called 
sexual revolution and a fear of the 
growing power of Black people spawned 
by the civil rights movement. Concerning 
the latter, it was not too difficult to 
persuade legislators to incorporate birth 
control programs into the welfare system, 
since ‘‘welfare’’ and ‘‘crime in the 
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Sanger’s favorite state- 
ment was, ‘More children 
from the fit, fewer children 
from the unfit.’ 


streets’’ had become code words for the 
expression of a racially based paranoia. In 
fact, many openly racist statements were 


made by lawmakers in various states in’ 


order to promote the passage of Planned 
Parenthood-sponsored legislation. 
Having entered the turbulent decade of 
the 60s as a privately funded birth 
control organization marketing a contro- 
versial program of contraception and 
sterilization, PPFA had become a potent, 
semi-public agency by the end of those 
pivotal 10 years. The federation’s 
numerous new allies in key government 
positions, coupled with its bolstered 


financial and organizational ties, proved 4 


advantageous in subsequent efforts to 
legalize abortion on demand. 


Although kept ‘‘under wraps,’’ a 
strategy was developed during the 1960s 
to circumvent the legislative process and 
provide access to legalized abortion 
through the courts. Then, in October 
1969, Dr. Alan Guttmacher, PPFA 
president, and Harriet Pilpel, PPFA 
general counsel and vice president of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, pushed 
through the adoption of the 
organization’s first abortion policy at its 
annual meeting in New York City. 

THE POLICY called for the abolition 
of all existing statutes and criminal laws 
regarding abortion. Almost from the very 
hour of that momentous shift in PPFA’s 


official stance, it vaulted into the 
unquestioned leadership of the pro- 
abortion movement. 

The Empire wasted no time in 


accelerating its new role. From 1970 
through 1972, PPFA performed hundreds 
of abortions and made thousands of 
referrals in states where the procedure 
was already legalized. PPFA lawyers got 
busy in the state and federal courts to 
litigate for the establishment of a consti- 
tutional sanction of abortion. The 
federation’s lobbyists worked the halls 
and offices of New York’s, Hawaii’s and 
Washington’s legislative bodies to 
successfully liberalize the abortion laws of 
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those states. By the middle of the decade, 
the organization had, indeed, become the 
nation’s preeminent network of abortion 
information and referrals. 


It was only a matter of time before it 
would also claim the distinction of being 
the nation’s single largest network of 
abortionists. 


WITH THE liberalization of abortion 
laws on the way, the most obvious market 
for PPFA’s coming role as top abortion 
provider was the young. In 1970, as a 
result of the relentless efforts of the 
Empire’s influential allies in the federal 
government, the Title X program began 
providing contraceptives to teen-agers 
without -respect to marital status. In a 
feature entitled, ‘‘Illegitimacy: Myths, 
Causes and Cures,’’ which appeared in 
the January 1971 issue of Family 
Planning Perspectives, prominent 
sociologist’ Phillips Cutright laid out the 
blueprint for Planned Parenthood’s 
program for the ’70s. Cutright’s scenario, 
warmly received throughout the so-called 
family-planning community, advocated a 
three-pronged approach to the problem 
of out-of-wedlock births: 


1. Universal sex education in the 


schools, 


2. A nationwide network of birth 
control clinics to distribute contraceptives 
to teen-agers, and 


3. Legalized abortion as a backup. 


The most intriguing part of the article, 
however, is the author’s assessment of the 
program’s success. He admitted that sex 
education in the schools would not solve 
the problem of teen pregnancy (which has 
since been clearly demonstrated by 
national statistics). Cutright also stated 
that, according to his studies, the 
incidence of teen-age pregnancies was 
significantly higher in areas where contra- 
ceptives were provided than in areas 
where. none were available. He further 
acknowledged that teen birth control 
clinics would not keep teens from

SAN DIEGO — The state director

literature to demonstrate HSJ’s claim 
that the Hispanic community had been 
targeted for birth control programs. 


‘‘PLANNED PARENTHOOD has 
been the moving force behind ‘polite’ 
genocide and racist policies of the so- 
called family planning movement in 
California,’’ Bernal said. ‘‘The big 


becoming pregnant. 


So why have these facilities at all? 
Cutright suggested that the real purpose 
of the clinics would be to attract govern- 
ment sponsorship in order to give 
respectability to the total plan, so that the 
‘‘pseudo-moral barriers’’ in the mind of 
the public would be overcome. He further 
asserted that the clinics would accustom 
young people to seeking medical solutions 
to their reproductive health needs, so that 
when they become pregnant they will do 
the right thing. 


THE PROBLEM, Cutright 
concluded, was not premarital sex or pre- 
marital pregnancy, but only premarital 
pregnancies that resulted in live births. 
‘The supposed ill effects of premarital 
sex,’ he wrote, ‘‘have never been 
documented, so long as premarital sex did 
not lead to an illicit pregnancy that was 
carried to term. It is the control of these 
unwanted pregnancies — not the control 
of premarital sex — that is the problem.”’ 
And the means of controlling that 
problem, of course, is abortion. 


Back in 1971, before our 14-year-old 
daughters were even born, the leaders of 
PPFA knew precisely the predictable 
result of their proposed ‘‘solutions’’ to the 
epidemic of teen-age pregnancy. Never- 
theless, the pro-abortion policymakers 
forged ahead with the scheme. 


In 1970, the year that Title X was 
enacted, approximately 300,000 teens 
became pregnant out-of-wedlock. About 
190,000 of them gave birth, and about 
half that number had abortions. By 1980, 
after ten years of government-funded 
birth control service to America’s youth, 
premarital teen-age pregnancies had 
nearly tripled. More than 250,000 
unmarried teen-agers gave birth and 
almost half a million underwent 
abortions. Two out of three of those 
pregnant teen-agers had ‘‘controlled’’ 
their pregnancies as Cutright had forseen 
— by abortion. 


gun of birth control has replaced the 
torch of the Statue of Liberty, 
epsecially for dark skinned people who 
are recent immigrants.”’ 


Bernal said that HSJ supports 
Senator David Roberti, California 
Senate leader, who May 27 denounced 
Planned Parenthood founder 
Margaret Sanger for her racist 
policies, and asked Planned Parent- 
hood to denounce their racist roots. 


“Margaret Sanger’s motto was 
‘more children from the fit: less from 
the unfit; that is the chief aim of birth 
control,’’’ Bernal said. Sanger’s

HSJ HAS sent Senator Roberti a 
letter that documents what the 
Hispanic organization has learned 
about state-funded family planning 
efforts in San Diego. 


HSJ has ‘‘reviewed the contracts of 
the (California State) Office of Family 
Planning and the private agencies,”’ 
including Planning Parenthood, ‘‘that 
receive huge sums to carry out the 
population control objectives of the 
state,’’ Bernal said. 


The Office of Family Planning’s 
“education projects specifically target 
only four ethnic communities — 
Blacks, newly arrived Asians, 
American Indians and, especially, 
Hispanics,’’ Bernal said. ‘‘In fact, we 
were able to document at least 18

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Adopted Korean girls help dad accept other cultures

CHULA VISTA — Lenny Jensen’s family has grown 
in several dimensions since he and his wife, Diane, 
adopted two Korean children who doubled his 
responsibilities as a father. 

The parishioners of St. Pius X Church, Chula Vista, 
had two boys of their own, Eric, now 18, and Michael 15. 

The three-year period of waiting for Cara to arrive at 
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Lenny Jensen 


Los Angeles International Airport in the summer of 1981 


stretched Lenny’s patience. 

HE AND Diane applied to adopt a Korean baby girl 
through the Holt International Children’s Service while 
he was stationed in Washington as a Navy lieutenant. 

After returning to San Diego in 1978, they inquired at 
local adoption agencies. They received no encourage- 
ment, as childless families are given preference, Lenny 
said. 


The next year they submitted another application to 


Holt which was accepted. 


A SCREENING process followed ‘‘to assess the home 
atmosphere and character of family members,’’ Lenny 
said. ‘They look for the best possible home for the limited 
number ‘of children they have.”’ 


This was a time of soul-searching as he and Diane 
wrestled with their willingness to accept a handicapped 
child. “‘We tried to give the agency as broad a range as 
possible,’’ Lenny said. Praying during the struggle led to 
their belief that ‘‘the Lord will give us one we can love.”’ 


Michael’s attitudes were also challenged. His mother 
asked him how he would feel about adopting a black baby. 
““He didn’t want a black sister because he didn’t know 
how well she would be treated,’’ Lenny said. Diane’s 
communication with Michael helped him realize that skin 
color was not an issue. 


LATER THE Jensens received a photo and infor- 
mation about a Korean baby girl whom they.agreed to 
adopt. They named her Sara, showed the photo to their 
friends, and eagerly awaited her arrival. 


Soon news arrived that the mother of the baby decided 
to keep the child. ‘‘It was like a death in the family,” 
Lenny said. 


A week later they received a photo of another Korean 
‘baby girl, Lee Myung Sook. They again indicated their 
acceptance, naming the child Cara Marie Myung Jensen. 


THE FAMILY received the nine-month-old baby in 
June 1981 at LAX. “‘TIt was a relief,’’ Lenny said at the 
conclusion of what he called a ‘‘waiting game.”’ 


The boys, then 10 and 12 years of age, were overjoyed, 
even though they knew they would have to share a 
bedroom. 


It was soon apparent ‘‘we had two families’? and Cara 
needed a sister, Lenny said. 


THE FOLLOWING year they applied for another 
Korean baby through Holt, which had opened an office in 
Los Angeles. They again indicated their willingness to 
accept one with a minor handicap, Lenny said. 

A few months later they received a photo of a baby. 
They were unconcerned about her cleft lip, which they 
knew could be corrected surgically. :

HE CITED the U.S. bishops’ pastoral on the economy 
in labeling poverty a moral evil caused by a lack of justice 
and charity.

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overpowering, it can be a source of unrest, between you and your spouse and between you 
and your parents or in-laws. 


At times like this, it is important to set clear limits on parental participation in your 
marriage. Remember that your parents may find it difficult to let go of their own parenting 
roles and continue to treat you like a child. Here are some guidelines: 


1.. Let them know that their advice and help are appreciated — and that you will ask for 
it when you need it. 


2. Try to develop other sources for advice and help, such as professional counseling, so 
that you don’t become overly dependent upon them.

Lo siguiente es el texto completo de la declaracién de la 
Conferencia Catélica de California acerca de la porno- 
grafia, titulada ‘‘La Dignidad Humana y la Santidad 
de la Sexualidad. La declaracién fue emitida por los 
obispos de California el 28 de mayo. 

Nuestro profundo convencimiento 
acerca de la inviolable dignidad del ser 
humano y de la santidad de la sexuali- 
dad humana nos conduce a condenar a 
la pornografia como una perversa y a 
veces depravada profancacidn de estas. 


La Pornografia Deshumaniza 


La expresién griega de la cual ‘se 
deriva la palabra pornografia fue 
originalmente usada para describir la 
excitacidn ocasionada por la represen- 
tacidén de mujeres en el momento de 
ser exhibidas o usadas como esclavas 
sexuales. Mas recientemente la porno- 
grafia ha sido definida como “‘palabras 
o actos o representaciones calculadas 
para estimular el instinto sexual 
independientemente de la presencia de 
un ser humano amado y escogido.”’ 
Ambas definiciones sugieren que la 
pornografia degrada a la mujer (y, con 
bastante frecuencia, al hombre, 
también, ya nifios de ambos sexos) y 
profana el aspecto mds sagrado del 
sexo, su relacién de amor y la 
esperanza de la vida humana. La 
degradacién y la distorsién:del amor 
humano y de la sexualidad debilita 
aquellas creencias y_ valores que 
forman el cimiento de la familia y que 
son esenciales para la sobrevivencia 
saludable de verdaderas comunidades 
humanas. En suma, la pornografia 
amenaza la dignidad humana del 
individuo al mismo tiempo que 
erosiona las fibras morales de la 
sociedad. 

Descubrimientos de 
investigaciones psico-sociales 

Recientes estudios de ciencias 
sociales, por otra parte, documentan 
los danifios efectos sociales y 
psicoldgicos de la pornograffa, propor- 
cionando amplia evidencia de que esta 
muy lejos de ser “‘inofensiva’’ y de 
‘“‘no causar victimas,’’ como 
argumentan algunos. Por ejemplo: 

e La pornografia detiene el 
desarrollo personal e interfiere con las 
relaciones interpersonales. 

© Crea hambre de materiales mas 
violentos, mas desviados y mas anti- 
sociales, conduciendo a muchos que la 
usan a participar en cada vez mas 
grotescos e innusuales actos sexuales 
con una mayor variedad de 
participantes. 

e@ Violadores de menores, personas 
que cometen incesto, asesinos y 
violadores en general frecuentemente 
desarrollan una aficién por la porno- 
grafia y la usan como un estimulo 
preparatorio antes de buscar a sus 
victimas. 

e Los nifios estan siendo 
crecientemente usados, esclavizados, 
ultrajados y destruidos por la industria 
de la pornograffa. Cientos de miles de 
nifios en los Estados Unidos son foto- 
grafiados cada ajio enfrascados en 
actos sexuales. La _ pornografia 
desempefia un papel vital en la gran 
mayoria de los aproximademente dos 
millones de casos anuales en que los 
nifios americanos son victimados 
sexualmente. 

e La pornograffa degrada y 
deshumaniza a la mujer, le roba su 
dignidad y la muestra como si su tinico 
valor consistiera en servir de objeto 
sexual para los hombres. Mas aun, la 
seguridad fisica de las mujeres puede 
ser puesta en peligro por el poder de la 
pornografia al crear en los hombres 
una propension hacia la violacidn y la 
falta de respeto. 

La pornografia debe ser rechazada, 
por lo tanto, a causa del dafio que 
causa al individuo y por el peligro que 
representa para nuestra sociedad. 

Coneccion California 

Como lideres religiosos de 
California, reconocemos el involucra- 
miento de nuestro estado en esta 
industria. La pornografia es un gran 
negocio. Alcanza una ganancia bruta 
de hasta 10 billones de dodlares 
anualmente. Y el 80 por ciento de toda 
la pornografia distribuida en _ los 

Estados Unidos es producida en 


California, aunque largamente 
controlada por los sindicatos 
criminales establecidos en _ otros 


estados. 

Estamos convencidos de que esta 
situacién demanda la accidn 
concertada especialmente de los 
californianos. Asi pues nos 
empefiaremos en trabajar con otros 
ciudadanos comprometidos a fin de 
trastornar la ola de pornografia en este 
estado. 

Accion Concertada para

Expresamos nuestra estimacién y

Ambos cambios responden a una 
‘‘peticidn popular’? por parte de los 
obispos de la nacién, dijo el Arzobispo 
Rembert Weakland de Milwaukee, quiei” 
preside el comité de cinco obispos quienes 
han trabajado en el documento desde el 
1981. 


La nueva versiédn del documento, 
ahora en las 53,000 palabras, se espera 
presentar ante los obispos este noviembre 
para un debate final y un voto que 
decidird si el mismo debe ser adoptado 
como la carta pastoral nacional.

Church media at center of Nicaraguan tensions

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — In 
recent months, much of Nicaragua’s 
‘church-state conflict has been focused on 
the Managua archdiocesan com- 
munications program and its head, Mser. 
Bismarck Carballo. 


On Dec. 12, the government seized 
ngarly all 10,000 copies of the first edition 
of an archdiocesan magazine, Iglesia. It 
was alleged that the magazine did not 
have the proper government clearance. 
Some observers said it also contained sen- 
‘sitive articles on the Sandinistas’ war 
against U.S.-backed rebels and on 
Nicaragua’s military draft. Church 
sources have also said documents listing 
government human rights abuses were 
among the confiscated material. 


ON JAN. 2, the government closed 
Radio Catélica, the archdiocesan radio 
station, for failing to obey Nicaraguan 
communications law and_ broadcast 
President Daniel Ortega’s New Year 
message. 


In both cases, Msgr. Carballo~has said 


his actions were innocent. 


In the Zglesia incident, he said that the 
gnilitary material appeared in the 
magazine after it was seized. 


‘‘AFTER THE press and the offices 
were taken over,’’ he said, ‘‘they (the 
government) printed another version 
changing the original which the church 
had printed.”’ 


According to Msgr. Carballo, one 
government official granted permission to 
publish Zglesia and another later revoked 
#4 

“‘T was personally in charge of the 
magazine, and I went to register it and 
they didn’t tell me that it had to be 
censored,’’ the priest said. ‘‘The problem 
is that one official of the media depart- 

“ment told me there would be no problem, 
and later the director overruled the 
decision of that official.”’ 


““THE PROBLEM with censorship is 
that we don’t even. know what criteria 
they use, because Iglesia was purely 
church-related,’’ he said. 

“ But 


other versions of the incident 


differed with Msgr. Carballo’s. 


According to an account in the 
December 1985 issue of Amanecer, a 
magazine published by the Antonio Val- 
divieso Ecumenical Center, the govern- 
ment Department of Mass Com- 
munications notified Msgr. Carballo in 
advance that the magazine had to be 
registered prior to publication. 

““THIS NOTIFICATION was 
repeated several times,’’ according to 
Amanecer. ‘‘Since Father Carballo 
refused to respond, he was called to the 
Department of Mass Communications; 
there he claimed that the church and its 
communications media were not subject 
to prior registration or censorship. 


“‘He finally turned over some complete 
information and left an unsigned 
application,’’ the magazine said. 


The ecumenical center is known for 
supporting the Sandinistas. 


OFFICIALS OF the government’s 
mass communications department did not 
respond to a National Catholic News 
Service request for an interview. 


Msgr. Carballo said he has a document 
proving that Iglesia was properly 
registered prior to publication. But he did 
not produce either the original or a copy 
of the document, despite NC News 
requests. 


The magazine was published under the 
auspices of COPROSA, an archdiocesan 
commission founded in 1980 and 
described by Msgr. Carballo as ‘‘an 
agency for the development of leaders 
who in turn would promote the develop- 
ment of the community.” 


SINCE ITS founding the year after the 
Sandinistas came to power, COPROSA 
has received funding from the USS. 
government’s Agency for International 
Development, Catholic Relief Services, 
the West German Conrad Adenauer 
Fund and the West German bishops’ 
conference. 


Msgr. Carballo’s critics said the Iglesia 
incident was provoked by the church. 

“The government has at times acted 
harshly toward the church and at times 
has been very tolerant,’’? said Father 
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Rafael Aragon, who is on the staff of the 
Valdivieso ecumenical center. The 
government’s “‘inconsistent policy’’ has 
allowed Cardinal Miguel Obando Bravo 
of Managua and Msgr. Carballo ‘‘to 
adopt a hard line. . . to try and see just 
how much they can get away with.’’ 


COMMENTING ON tthe Radio 
Catolica incident, Msgr. Carballo said 
the station’s programming is religious 
and that the government’s action was part 
of a campaign against the church. 

“Every organization depends on 
human efficiency,’’ Msgr. Carballo said, 
explaining that the failure to broadcast 
the presidential message was caused by 
“‘a slip-up by the person in charge of 
hooking into the national broadcast.’’
